Cantor  David  Putterman 

The  46th  annual  Friday  evening  Liturgical 
Music  Service  at  Park  Avenue  Synagogue, 
on  Friday,  November  17th  at  8:00  p.m.,  is 
dedicated  to  the  memory  of  Hazzan  David 
J.  Putterman,  Cantor  of  Park  Avenue  Syna¬ 
gogue,  from  1933  to  1976,  on  the  tenth 
anniversary  of  his  death.  The  service  will 
be  presented  by  Cantor  David  Lefkowitz, 
accompanied  by  the  Synagogue  Concert 
Choir  under  the  direction  of  Abraham  Kap¬ 
lan,  with  Neil  Robinson  at  the  organ. 

David  J.  Putterman’s  goal  was  to  build  an 
American  canto  rate  and  a  serious,  contempo¬ 
rary,  American  style  of  synagogue  music 
based  on  a  knowledgeable  use  of  hallowed 
liturgical  tradition  (“nusach  hat’fillah”). 


Dr.  Yehuda  Nir  To  Be  Book 
Fair’s  Guest  Speaker 

On  Tbesday,  November  14th  at  8  p.m.,  Dr. 
Yehuda  Nir  will  speak  on  behalf  of  the 
Book  Fair.  He  is  the  author  of  The  Lost 
Childhood,  a  memoir  about  his  growing  up 
in  Poland  during  World  War  II,  which  was 
reviewed  most  favorably  by  both  Cynthia 
Ozick  and  our  own  Francine  Klagsbrun. 

Dr.  Nir  is  a  psychiatrist  in  private  practice. 
With  his  wife,  Bonnie  Maslin,  he  is  the 
co-author  of  Loving  Men  for  All  the  Right 
Reasons:  Women  ’s  Patterns  of  Intimacy  and 
Not  Quite  Paradise:  Making  a  Marriage 
Work. 


As  a  model,  he  emulated  the  great  Viennese 
cantor-composer,  Solomon  Sulzer,  who  was 
the  leading  force  in  bringing  order,  dignity, 
and  aesthetic  beauty  to  the  European  syna¬ 
gogue  tradition. 

Hazzan  Putterman  searched  for  and  found 
the  finest  rising  Jewish  American  and  Israeli 
composers  and  inspired  them  with  knowl¬ 
edge,  an  appreciation  for,  and  a  love  of 
Judaism  they  had  never  known.  Under  his 
direction,  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  commis¬ 
sioned  67  noted  American  and  Israeli  com¬ 
posers  to  write  new  liturgical  music  for 
Friday  evening  services,  which  were  pre¬ 
miered  at  our  synagogue.  Among  the  Ameri¬ 
can  composers  are:  Leonard  Bernstein,  Ernest 
Bloch,  David  Diamond,  Lukas  Foss,  Mor¬ 
ton  Gould,  Marvin  David  Levy,  Darius 
Milhaud,  Jacob  Druckman,  Robert  Starer, 
Kurt  Weil,  etc. 

A  native  New  Yorker,  Cantor  Putterman 
was  the  first  American  Hazzan.  He  retired 
from  Park  Avenue  Synagogue  after  43  years 
of  service. 

This  annual  service  will  be  presented  in 
memory  of  Jack  and  Zella  Butler  who  had 
so  graciously  sponsored  it  for  several  years. 

The  service  will  be  followed  by  a  festive 
Oneg  Shabbat. 


Rabbi  Lincoln  will  introduce  him  and  his 
book  will  be  available  for  purchase.  Re¬ 
freshments  will  be  served.

From  the  Rabbi’s  Desk 
A  Traveler’s  Diary 

Editor ’s  Note:  This  past  summer  Rabbi  and 
Mrs.  Lincoln  led  a  group  of  congregants 
and  friends  to  the  Soviet  Union.  The  Bulletin 
is  pleased  to  relate  Part  II  of  some  of  Rabbi 
Lincoln ’s  experiences  and  reactions  to  this 
trip. 

From  Kishinev,  we  took  a  flight  to  Vilna, 
the  capital  of  Lithuania  S.S.R.,  landing  and 
being  delayed  briefly  in  Minsk  because  of 
a  rain  storm. 

Once  again,  it  was  an  exciting  time  to  be  in 
the  Baltic  Republics.  Everything  Russian  is 
out!  Street  names  are  changed  daily.  Saju- 
dis,  the  Lithuanian  independence  party, 
dominates  everywhere .  Lithuanian  flags  only 
fly  on  the  buildings.  Notices  in  Lithuanian 
and  Polish  demand:  “Red  Army  out  of 
Lithuania  and  Poland.” 

The  hours  we  spent  in  the  synagogue  in  the 
forest  of  Panerai,  where  over  100,000  Jews 
were  slaughtered,  and  in  the  tranquil  ceme¬ 
tery  where  one  sees  the  graves  of  the  Vilna 
Gaon,  the  Ger  Zedek,  Rabbi  Chaim  Ozer 
Grodzinsky  and  others  reminded  us  of  both 
Vilna’s  glorious  and  terrible  past.  It  was 
thrilling  to  speak  to  those  cataloging  the 
archives  of  Y.l.V.O.  which  had  been  hidden 
away  during  the  war.  There  were  opportuni¬ 
ties  to  converse  with  Yiddish  actors  and 
children  now  learning  Yiddish  in  public 
schools!  This  was  an  unforgetable  experi¬ 
ence. 

Another  day’s  trip  was  to  Kaunas,  stopping 
in  Traki,  a  pretty  town  with  a  castle  situated 
on  an  island  on  a  picturesque  lake.  Although 
there  was  not  enough  time,  we  did  see  the 
Karaites  of  Trakai  and  their  ‘“k’nessa”’ 
or  synagogue  (a  separate  topic  in  itself). 

Kaunas  (Kovno)  still  has  just  over  1,000 
Jewish  inhabitants.  The  synagogue  is  beauti¬ 
fully  kept.  But  this  city  also  was  the  scene 


of  horror  and  mass  murder  of  our  people. 
The  “ninth  fort”,  not  far  from  what  used 
to  be  the  suburb  of  Slabodka,  was  the  place 
where  appalling  acts  of  cruelty  and  barba¬ 
rism  effectively  annihilated  the  Jews  of  the 
whole  area. 

Our  final  stop,  Leningrad,  also  was  enlighten¬ 
ing.  In  my  mind,  it  is  one  of  the  great  cities 
of  the  world  because  of  its  magnificent 
sights.  On  Shabbat,  we  were  met  by  two 
“baalei  teshuva”,  a  young  couple  who 
guided  us  for  an  hour  and  a  half  walk  to  the 
synagogue  where  two  services  took  place, 
one  in  the  main  sanctuary,  beautiful  but 
somewhat  forlorn,  and  the  other,  the 
Lubavitcher  minyan  in  the  Bet  Medrash.  I 
am  always  amazed  by  the  enthusiasm  of 
that  particular  group  of  Hasidim.  They 
insisted  that  we  go  back  to  the  Habad  House 
for  a  sumptuous  Shabbat  meal  of  cholent, 
etc.  Afterwards,  we  endured  a  two  hour 
walk  back  to  our  hotel  in  torrential  rain. 
Shabbat  ended  at  about  11:45  p.m. 

On  the  one  hand,  my  overall  impression 
was  one  of  wonderment  because  the  new 
opportunities  for  Jews  to  be  Jews  are  noth¬ 
ing  short  of  being  miraculous.  On  the  other 
hand,  however,  the  fear  of  what  might 


happen  in  the  future  is  ever  present.  We  still 
have  to  try  to  get  as  many  Jews  out  as 
possible.

An  honor’s  graduate  of  Yeshiva  University, 
Mr.  Miller  holds  a  Master’s  Degree  in 
Jewish  History.

Sabine  Reichel 

What  do  young  Germans  and  the  children 
of  Holocaust  survivors  have  in  common? 
According  to  Sabine  Reichel’ s  autobiogra¬ 
phy  What  Did  You  Do  in  the  War,  Daddy?— 
both  sides  are  haunted  by  questions  not 
asked  and  by  answers  not  given.  The  title 
of  her  book  is  the  question  she  didn’t  have 
the  nerve  to  ask  her  father  until  1982  when 
she  was  in  her  mid-thirties.

According  to  Ms.  Reichel,  ‘“Whenever  a 
Jew  meets  a  German,  the  millions  of  dead 
between  them  take  up  a  lot  of  space.  The 
German  thinks,  I  wonder  if  he  lost  a  relative 
in  a  concentration  camp.  The  Jew  thinks,  I 
wonder  if  her  [relative]  killed  any  of  us.’” 

Sabine  Reichel  will  be  the  Men’s  Club  and 
Women’s  Evening  Group’s  guest  speaker 
on  Thursday,  December  14th  at  7:30  p.m. 

Born  in  Hamburg,  Germany  in  1946,  she 
wrote  and  edited  for  two  German  newspa¬ 
pers  and  did  freelance  writing  before  com¬ 
ing  to  New  York  in  1976,  at  the  age  of  29, 
where  she  worked  as  an  independent  clothes 
designer.  In  1981,  she  began  writing  again. 
Her  articles  have  appeared  in  The  Village 
Voice,  European  Travel  and  Life,  Harper’s 
Bazaar,  and  Vogue. 

Chagrined  to  be  a  German,  Ms.  Reichel 
lives  in  Manhattan  and  socializes  in  Jewish 
circles.  She  vows  to  make  the  progeny  of 
the  Final  Solution’s  perpetrators  and  Holo¬ 
caust  victims’  children  face  the  past  and 
each  other  so  that  a  resolution  to  the  pain 
and  guilt  on  each  side  can  eventually  take 
place.
